Responsive to the Office Action dated January 29, 2006, the following remarks are made: 

The Examiner issued a Restriction Requirement in items 1 and 2 on pages 2 and 3 of the Office 
action with Group I containing claims 1 to 66 and 83 to 85 and Group II containing claims 67 to 
82. Claims 86 and 87 were not mentioned in this Restriction. Nonetheless, they will be treated 
herein as being included in Group I because each of these claims depends from a claim within 
Group I. 

In response to the comments directed to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants hereby affirm 
the election to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1 to 66 and 83 to 87. The Examiner is 
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kindly requested to treat the non-elected claims under In re Ochiau 37 USPQ2d 1 127 (Fed. Cir. 

1995) ; see also 1 1 84 OG 86 (March 26, 1996) and In re Brouwer , 37 USPQ2d 1 663 (Fed. Cir. 

1996) . 



The Examiner also issued an Election of Species Requirement in items 3 and 4 on pages 3 and 4 
of the Office action. The Election of Species Requirement, however, was directed to the non- 
elected claims of Group II. Therefore, it is believed that this Election Requirement is moot. 



In view of the foregoing, the early issuance of an Action on the merits of claims 1 to 66 and 83 to 
87 is solicited.
